THE SUPERIOR COURT, 


verdict for Crum Against McAuley— 


Several Divorce Cases. 


The Berkshire superior court Wednes- 


day spent nearjy all dny at Pittsfleldin 
hearing the case of Samuol H. Crum of 
this city against W. A. MeAuley, to re- 
cover^? for services rendered in the de- 
fendant's mill at Arlington, Ct. The case 
was hard fought, and much conflicting 
evidence was brought out. The defend- 
»nt'scl:iim was that Crnm contracted to 
work for him a year, was not to be paid 
weekly, and left before the completion of 
the contract. The jury took the casein 
the afternoon and reported last evening a 
verdict of about §52 for Crum, the amount 
ofthadebtan^ interest. There are some 
exceptions saved. 


The next case was that of Frederick S. 


Folwell against the Springfleld Union 
company for libel. The plaintiff's counsel 
Crosby :md Nixon, filed a motion that the 
part of I he answer where they allege a re- 
traction be stricken out. Judge Lilly in 
overruling the motion said that he was 
not sure that a retraction was not admis- 
sible on the question of damages, and an 
exception was taken. The case will go to 
trial agrin this morning. 


The divorce cases were heard after the 


other business of the court. Emma A. 
Hall of New Marlboro married to Wil- 
liam E. Hall iu 1S94, was granted a di- 
vorce nisi on the ground of gross and con- 
firmed l.abits of intoxication. In the case 
of Elizabeth A. Betts against Chester H. 
Belts of Pittsfleld, the latter's defense 
was witudrawn and the libel was not con - 
tested. The couple have been married 
40 year1. Mrs. Betts was granted a di- 
vorce nisi for cruel andnbusive treatment. 
Maud I. Dwyer of Hinsdale was heard 
next in her application for divorce from 
Charles Dwyer, Jr., now of Passaic, N. J- 
They w<ire married in May, 189i, it being 
an elopement to .Lebanon, and Dwyer left 
his young wife, who was then 16 years of 
age, within two hours after marriage, and 
has not been about Berkshire much since 
then. The matter was taken under ad-« 
visement.

setion that is coming out in the munci- 
pal campaign. His allegations touching 
the integrity of the reco?, lized chiefs of 
both the leading parties are creating wide 
interest. 


The most specific of Mr. George's al- 


legations are that Roger A. Pryor paid 
Richard Croker §15,000 for thejudgeship 
he now holds, that $22,000 was paid for a 
seat upon the bench for Judge Infrraham, 
and other judicial office^ were made the 
object of barter by the so-called political 
bosses. 


Judge Pryor has made categorical de- 


nial that he paid or caused to be paid, 
directly or indirectly, any sum whatsoever 
for the nomination, and like denial has 
been made by others oi the judges in- 
volved in George's allegations. 
The 


judeshlps ''come high" is, however, a fact 
well knovrn and freely admitted. 


The sworn statements of election ex- 


pense on file in the county clerk's office 
show that since the law requiring item- 
ized statements of such expenses went 
into effect the following sums have been 
so paid: By Judge McAdam $15,000, by 
Judge Pryor $10,000, by Judge Ingraham 
§700, by Judge Newberger $6,185. by Judge 
Ehrlich f6,450,by Judge Smyth §7,000, and 
by other judges sums below that amount 
last given down to $210. 


These sums it should be made clear, are 


for so called legitimate expenses. George 


alleges that in addition to the sums aci- 
initteu to have been paid as above, judge i 
have been blackmailed out of other and 
in some instances larger sums. 


It id for this alleged extortion of black- 


mail, and for other kindred

which, he asserts, have been perpetrated 
that George threatens Croker and flatt 
with the penitentiary. Possibly because 
of the latitude frequently perui.tted ia a 
political campaign, there has been no 
move to proceed against George f.r libel.

Prisoners at Bridgeport, Ct., Will Face 


a Charge of First Degree Murder. 


Justice F. B. Hall of the Connecticut 


supreme court 
opened 
the 
rrimila] 


superior court at Bridgeport Wednesday 
morning, and at the instance of State At- 
torney Feasenden issued bench warrants 
for Charles A. Bonai and David A. Weeks 
the alleged murderers of Farmer Nichols 
of Trumbull. The grand jury will be sum- 
moned for Tuesday and first degree of 
murder will be charged. In the event of 
a true bill, the trial will be begun at once. 
It is reported that Weeks will turn state's 
evidence and may escape conviction on a 
charge of murder. 


The Bridgeport police are in ecstaclea 


over Tuesday night's capture of Bonai and 
Weeks. The men for three months had 
eluded arrest on charges alleging the 
murder of Farmer George Marcus Nichols 
of Trumbull, Ct., last July. Tbe two men 
found themselves early Wednesday morn- 
ing securely confined in the central sta- 
tion look-up in Bridgeport, subject to the 
orders oi the prosecuting authorities. Mr. 
Fessenden instructed the police to deliver 
their prisoners into the custody of High 
Sherifi" Hawley. 
Accordingly the chief 


caused the two men to pose for rogues' 
gallery pictures, after which he delivered 
them 
to the Fairfield county jail in 


Bridgeport, where they will remain until 
State Attorney Fessenden sees fit to bring 
them to trial on charges alleging murder 
in the first degree. 


So far both prisoners have refused to 


talk at length. Bonai is persistent in his 
claims of his innocence, while his com- 
panion is stolid and apparently indiffer- 
ent. In the minds of the police the men 
are as good as proved guilty. Superinten- 
dent Birmingham said to a representative 
of tee Associated Prees that the police 
have in their possession sufficient evidence 
to convict them both without a doubt. He 
added that Boani will be found guilty of 
first degree murder and Weeks will prob- 
ably share the same fate.

TENTH ANNIVERSARY 


The Good Will Club of Wil- 


liamstown Holds an In- 


structive Meeting. 


A 
DECADE'S 
IMPROVEMENT. 


Reports From Officers and Commit- 


tees Show What Can Be Accom- 


plished For a Community by 


Disinterested Organiza- 


tion and Good Work. 


The tenth annual meeting of the Good 


Will club was held in Grand Array hall, 
Williamstown, Saturday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 23. The meeting was opened by 
Mra, L. D. Woodbridge, chairman of tha 
executive committee, who said that they 
had met to celebrate their tenth anniver- 
sary. There were many absent members, 
owing in part to the recent tragic death 
of Judge Keyes Danforth, to which Mrs. 
Woodbridge referred in a few appropriate 
and well-chosen remarks. 


The report of the secretary, Mrs. Fer- 


nald, was then read, an extract of which 
is as follows: Ten years ago, one autumn 
afternoon, a few of us met at Mrs. Saf- 
»brd's house to hear an account of the 
very helpful work done at Lakewood, 
N. J,, by a club of women who had met 
with wonderful success in helping the 
unfortunate and in training many to help 
themselves to better ways of living. In- 
spired by this example, our club wag 
formed, and now, while celebrating our 
tenth anniversary, it seems proper to look 
back and see if the work already accom- 
plished may not give us new courage for 
beginning another decade. This society 
in our village was started "With a view to 
bring people together in a neighborly 
way and to mitigate those evils which 
come when we get out of sympathy with 
those whom we meet every day." 


The G. W. C. has enlisted in its work 


persons from all denominations and is 
giving assistance to individuals. It has 
always been the aim of the club to dis- 
criminate only between those actually in 
need and those whom it was no real kind- 
ness to help. During this period often 
years we are able to see that there has 
been a decrease in ihe direct giving of as- 
sistance, and an increase of the education 
work. 


During the first year of the club's exis- 


tance, 29 families were helped. In the 
year 1889-90, when there was so much suf- 
fering from the grip there was a still 
greater number assisted, 2S families and 
69 individuals in those families are re- 
corded as having received help of some 
kind, mostly nourishing food and cloth- 
ing. A sewing class had been formed by 
Mrs. Safford and Miss Carter. The teach- 
ing of sewing in the schools has gone on 
during all these years until the club has 
been very happily relieved of that part of 
its work. For this we cannot be too 
thankiul, and we may feel that if nothing 
else has been done by the club in the 
course of ten years, this bringing instruc- 
tion in sewing to every girl in our schools, 
may well cause us to feel greatly en_ 
couraged and to hope that in less than 
ten years, iastruetion in cooking too may 
be extended to all the girls. 


The money for a bed in the North Ad- 


ams hospital has been raised every year 
with one exception since 18S9-90. During 
that one year when we had no bed, the 
club sent many a patient to the hospital 
and in many instances, persons have been 
sent to New York for special surgical 
treatment. 


In the winter of 1896 we were able to 


(rive 12 lessons in cooking to 20 girls, at a 
cost to the club of about $2 for each pupil. 
We were hoping to do the same last win- 
ter for another class of girls, but for va- 
rious reasons the project was given up' 
with the hope of carrying out our plan in 
these winter months which are now com- 
ing. When we think how much illness, 
intemperance, 
and misery might be 


avoided, and how much more comfortable 
persons with small incomes might be, if 
they had some of the valuable kuowldege 
of domestic matters taught in these days 
by those who have made a study of this 
science, we, of the committee feel more 
anxious not to relinquish our efforts in 
behall of these school girls. At a recent 
meeting of the executive committee §60 
was voted for the use of the cooking 
school. 


The reports of the sewing committee, 


Miss Carter, Miss Hopkins, and Miss Ford, 
were next in order. Miss Carter's report 
showing that under the auspices of the 
Good Will Club, in the Antral school in 
September 1894 sewing for girls and a 
military drill for boys was first introduced 
as a part of school work. For a short 
time funds were raised to defray the ex- 
penses under the authority of the club, 
but not taken from the club treasury. In 
1895 
money was appropriated 
for the 


work at the Station school and the Broad 
Brook schools, (the teaching before that 
having been voluntary) and was carried 
on there up to May 30,1897, supported by 
funds from the "Good Will" treasury. 
But finally the work has been extended 
until the present year sewing for girls and 
knife wors for boys will be taught in all 
the schools in town and through the in- 
fluence of the ladies of the club. The 
town voted at the last meeting to make 
an appropriation of $300 for the support 
of this work. 


Miss Hopkins' report was especially of 


the work at the Station and Broad Brook 
schools, the intense interest of the ch ild 
ren, and the marked improvement in 
their work being specially emphasized, 


Miss Ford is now a member of the asso- 


ciation for sewing schools, representing 
the schools of Williamstown. She has 
been appointed superintendent of sewing 
in the public schools which also includes 
knife work. 
Miss Ford's report was 


largely verbal, ana she had specimens of 
the children's work to exhibit. She finds 
nothing discouraging in her duties as yet 
reporting that both teachers and pupils 
are greatly interested. 


The report of Mrs. A. E. Hall, chairman 


of the hospital committee, showed that 
nine persons in all had been cared for at 
the hospital for a longer or shorter time, 
and that the free bed provided by the 
club had been occupied nearly 45 weeks 
during the year. The report of Mrs. E. 
M. Safford, chairman of the relief com- 
mittee was next read. A great deal of 
good had been accomplished in that di- 
rection; 16 families had received aid in 
clothing, fuel, provisions, physician's vis- 
its, care in illness, etc. A detailed ac- 


oount of each case was given. The report 
closes as follows: "We thank the friends 
for their presence with us today, believ- 
ing as you have aided us in the past, by 
co-operation, you will wish to do so in 
the opening year; and, whatever our in- 
dividual relation to the work may be, we 
may be sure some share in it is pleasing 
to Him who said, "The poor ye have al 
ways with yon." 


It was voted to accept all reports and 


have them placed on file. 


Voted to extend a vote of thanks to the 


G. A. R. for the use of the hall and to all 
tradesmen for kindness received, also to 
Mr. McMahon for reduction of bill, etc. 


Light refreshments were served and a 


short time spent in a social manner, and 
thus ended the tenth anniversary of the 
ladies "Good Will" club of Williamstown.
